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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on 1 5 April 20 1 0. Claims 8-11, 
13, 15-23, 25, and 27-31 are now pending in the present application and claims 1-7, 12, 14, 
24, and 26 are cancelled. 

Drawings Comment 

2. The drawings were received on 08 June 2007. These drawings are not acceptable. 

3. The drawings are objected to because 

a. Figs. 10-21 included mark-up language that is not clear. For example, Fig. 10 'ref. 
100' includes label " Process Routine O f Setting Process. . ." in which the word 'Of is 
not clear as to whether or not to omit. 

b. See 37 CFR 1.84(1) & 1.84(p). 

c. See 37 CFR 1.121(d). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended 
drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description 
of the several views of the drawings for consistency.
